T h e (Yellow Fever StiU Rage« a n d 
tbe Citizens Actively Fig'bt 
Its Spreadingr. 


MEMPHIS, Sept. 24.—A meeting of the 
joint conmiittee of the cotton and mer- 
chants' exchanges and the city authori- 
ties was held at noon to-day and the 
stringent quarantine regulations which 
have been enforced 
since Saturday, 
were amended by the . adoption of the 
following resolution: 


Tliat passes be issued upon the certifi- 
cate of the president of the taxing dis- 
trict, or the president of the board of 
health to persons to come in and go out 
of the city who live in the city or its vi- 
cinity. and who will not go to any in- 
fected district. 
The authorities also 
cover all cases of people desiring to 
bring in produce or o a ^ 
out supplies 
in wagons or other vehicles. 


Tlie advisory committee from the cot- 
ton and merchants' exchanges, in con- 
nection with the city and board of 
health authorities, desire to state posi- 
tively and emphatically that the city of 
Memphis is remarkably healthy and 
that we have had no yellow fever in the 
vicinity since 1879. 


The latest from Decatiir, Ala., receiv- 
ed to-day is to the effect that no new 
cases have developed since yesterday, 
nor have any deaths occurred. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 24.—Reports hav- 
ing been received that a statement has 
been circulated that 
Cincinnati 
had 
(luarantined against refugees from the 
south, there was a movement among the 
members of the chamber of commerce 
to call a meeting and make an official 
denial, but the meeting was not called. 


It is the general opinion that no pos 
sible Iiami could arise from receiving 
even cases of yellow fever, as the season 
is so far advanced that frost may be ex- 
pected at any time. 
There has beeix no 
declaration of quarantine, and so far as 
now known, none is coutemplattid. 


JACKSONVIIIIXE, Sept. 24.—This morn- 
ing it was cool and cloudy. 
Th(! rain 
began to fall, making it a disagreeable 
day.

land and Thumian, and "thus secure a 
cofitinuance of tht; blessings of good 
goveniment and the honest, able and 
wholly unselfish administration of Pres- 
ident Cleveland." 
Ever^^ one who 
thinks Cleveland and Thurman should 
be elected ought to l>elong to a political 
organization. 


Refening to the tariff questifHi, it de- 
clares that the present surjilus in the 
treasuij proves the necessity of a reduti- 
tion in the taxes and deplores the action 
of a republican senate Avhich refuses to 
reduce the average tariff dues from 47.10 
to 42.49 per cent.

Judge Edward CBoturke will hold 
court this evening in the circnit ooort 
room for the porpoee of issuing natnral' 
izstion papers to all those who, possess- 
ing the qualifications, desire it, and 
hence the following digest of naturaliza- 
tion laws will be found interesting and 
valuable at this tune: 


Each person desiring to become nat- 
uralized must swear that he will supporC 
the constitution of the United Stetes 
and renounce and relinquish any title 
or order of nobility to 'which he_ now is 
or hereafter may be entitled, ani must 
absolutelv and entirely renounce and 
abjure all allegiance and fidelity to any 
foreign 
prince, 
potentate, state or 
sovereignty whatever, and particularly 
to the government of the country of 
which he was before a subject. He most 
also have the following qualifications : 


He must have resided within the 
jurisdiction of the United States for at 
least five years. 


2. He shall have been a citizen of the 
state one year, or, if having previously 
been a qualified elector or native bom 
citizen thereof, and shalb have removed 
therefrom and returned, then he shall 
have resided therein six months im- 
mediately preceding the election. 


3. He shall have resided in the district 
where he intends to vote two months im- 
mediately preceding the election, instead 
of ten days as heretofore. 
A residence 
is neither lost nor gained by being left 
in any poorhouse, nor while confined in 
prison. 


4. If 22 years of age or upward, he 
shall have iiaid, within two years, a 
state or county tax, which shall have 
been assessed at least two montlis pre- 
vious to the election, and paid at least 
one month previous to the same. 


Naturalized citizens to become quali- 
fied electors must comply the same sis 
native-born electors as to residences and 
taxes. 


The foreign-born son of a naturalized 
citizen can vote on his father's 
ps^rs 
where the father was naturalized before 
the son became of age, but if the son 
has arrived at the age of 21 before tlie 
father was naturalized, then the son 
must become a citizen in the same man- 
ner SIS other foreign-born x>ei'8ons. 


Every male citizen 21 years of age, 
l)ossessing the following qualifications, 
shall l)e entitled to vote at all elections: 


He shall have 
been a citizen of 
the United States one month. 


He must have declared his intentions 
(fii-st papers) to l>ecome a citizen at 
least two years previous to his applica- 
tion for naturalization pwipers. 


He must have resided in the state for 
at lesist one year. 


Upon application in court to become 
a citizen he must produce a qualified 
elector to prove the foregoing qualifica- 
tions. 


He must be naturalized at least one 
month before he can vote. 


Persons of foreign birth arriving in 
the United States, when under the age 
of eighteen, neeu not declare intentions 
(first papers) but can become citizens 
without such papers after being of age 
and residents, of the Unittid States for 
at least five years, and of the state one 
year. 
The fact is to be proved by a 
<iualified elector.

The (Yellow Fever still Rage, and 


lite Citizen* Actively Fight 


1M Spreading. 


MEMPHIS, Sept. 24.—A meeting of the 


joint committee of the cotton and mer- 
chants' exchanges and the city authori- 
ties was held at noon to-day and the 
itringent quarantine regulations which 
lave been enforced since Saturday, 
were amended by the. adoption of the 
following resolution: 


That passes be issued upon the certifi- 


cate of the president of the taxing dis- 
trict, or the president of the board of 
health to persons to come in and go ont 
of the city who live in the city or Its vi- 
cinity, and who will not go to any in- 
fected district. 
The authorities also 


cover all coses of people desiring to 
bring in produce or carry out supplies 
in wagons or other vehicles. 


The advisory committee from the cot- 


ton and merchants' exchanges, in con- 
nection with the city and board of 
health authorities, desire to state posi- 
tively and emphatically that the city of 
Memphis is remarkably healthy and 
that we have had no yellow fever in the 
vicinity since 1879. 


The latest from Decatnr, Ala., receiv- 


ed to-day is to the effect that no new 
cases have developed since yesterday, 
nor have any deaths occurred. 


CnrormsATi, Sept. 24.—Report* hav- 


ing been received that a statement has 
been circulated that Cincinnati had 
quarantined against refugees from the 
south, there was a movement among the 
members of the chamber of commerce 
to call a meeting and make an official 
denial, but the meeting was not called. 


It is.the general opinion that no pos 


siblo harm could arise from receiving 
oven cases of yellow fever, as tho season 
is so far advanced that frost may be ex- 
pected1 at any time. There has boon no 
declaration of quarantine, and so far as 
now known, none is contemplated.

ization papers to all those who, possess- 
ing the qualifications, desire it, and 
hence the following digest of naturaliza- 
tion laws will be found interesting and 
valuable at this tune: 


Each person desiring to become nat- 


uralized must swear that he will support 
tho constitution of the United States 
and renounce uud relinquish any title 
or order of nobility to "which he. now is 
or hereafter may be entitled, and must 
absolutely and entirety renounce and 
abjure all allegiance and fidelity to any 
foreign prince, 
potentate, state or 


sovereignty whatever, and particularly 
to the government of the country of 
which he was before a subject. He nmst 
also h&ve the following qualifications: 


He must have resided within the 


jurisdiction of the United States for at 
least five years. 


2. He shall have been a citizen of the 


state one year, or, if liaving previously 
been a qualified elector or native born 
citizen thereof, and shfdbhave removed 
therefrom and returned, then lie shall 
have resided therein six months im- 
mediately preceding the election. 


3. He shall have resided in the district 


where he intends to vote two months im- 
mediately preceding the election, instead 
of ten days as heretofore. A residence 
is neither lost nor gained by being left 
in any poorhouse, nor while confined in 
prison. 


4. If 22 years of age or upward, he 


shall have paid, within two years, a 
state or county tax, which shall have 
been assessed at least two months pre- 
vious to the election, and paid at least 
one month previous to the same. 


Naturalized citizens to become quali- 


fied electors must comply the same as 
native-born electors as to residences and 
taxes. 


The foreign-born son of a naturalized 


citizen can vote on his father's papers 
where the father was naturalized before 
the son became of age, but if the son 
has arrived at the age of 21 before the 
father was naturalized, then the son 
must become a citizen in the same man- 
ner as other foreign-bom persons. 


Every male citizen 21 years of age, 


possessing-the following qualifications, 
shall bo entitled to vote at all elections: 


He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States one month. 


He must have declared his intentions 


(fint papers) to become a citizen at 
least two years previous to his applica- 
tion for naturalization papers. 


He must have resided in tho state for 


at least one year. 


Upon application in court to become 


a citizen no must produce a qualified 
elector to prove the foregoing qualifica- 
tions. 


He must Denaturalized at least one 


month before he can vote. 


Persons of foreign birth arriving in 


tho United States, when under the ago 
of eighteen, neeu not declare intentions 
(first papers) but can become citizens 
without «uoh papers after being of age 
and residents, of tho United Stales for 
at least five years, and of tho state one 
year. Tho fact is to be proved by a 
qualified elector.
